W a n d a , OEF J u r a o u a , June 24, via 
Pla$h del Esto, Guantanamo bay, June 
25.—This morning (Friday) four troops 
of the F irst cavalry, four troops of the 
Tenth 
cavalry and eight troops of 
Roosevelt’s rough riders, less than 1,000 
men in all, dismounted and attacked 
2,000 Spanish soldiers in the thickets 
within five miles of Santiago de Cuba. 
The Americans beat the enemy back 
into the city, bot they left the follow­ 
ing dead upon the field: 
Rough riders—Captain Allyn K. Cap­ 
ron of Troop L, Sergeant Hamilton 
Fish, JIT., Privates Tilman and Dawson, 
both of Tfoop L, Private Dougherty of 
Troop A and Private W. T. Erwin of 
Troop F. 
First cavalry—Private Dix, 
York, 
Bejork, Kolbe, Berlin and Lenmock. 
Tenth piavalry—Corporal White. 
At least 50 Americana were wounded, 
including six officers. Several of the 
wounded Will die. 
Twelve dead Spaniards were found in 
the butibet after the fight, but their 
loss war, doubtless far in excess of that. 
General Young commanded the expe­ 
dition add was with the regulars, while 
Colonel Wood directed the operations 
of the rough riders several miles west. 
Both parties struck the Spaniards about 
the same time and the fight lasted an 
hodt. 
The Spaniards opened fire from the 
thick brush and had every advantage 
of numbers and position, but the troops 
drove them back 
from 
the 
start, 
stormed the blockhouse around which 
they made the final stand and sent them 
scattering over the mountains 
The cavalrymen were afterward rein­ 
forced by the Seventh, Twelfth and 
Seventeenth infantry, part of the Ninth 
cavalry, the Second Massachusetts and 
the Seventy-first New York. 
The Americans now hold the position 
at the threshold of Santiago de Cuba 
w ith more troops going forward con 
stantly, and they are preparing for a 
final assault upon the city.

Captain McClintock, Troop B, shot 
through .the right leg. 
Lieutenant J. R. Thomas, Troop L, 
shot through right leg. His condition is 
serious.

lies. Here, seven miles from Morro 
castle, as the crow flies, the main body 
of the troops has united, and the Span­ 
iards are in full retreat toward Santiago 
de Cuba. They may attempt a sur­ 
prise, out a decisive engagemeut is not 
expected for several days. 
General 
Lawton’s 
brigade, which 
rested last night at Demejayabo, tour 
miles west of Baiquiri, resumed its 
march at daylight. 
Before noon his 
brigade, consisting of the Twenty-sec­ 
ond infantry, the First infantry, the 
Second Massachusetts volunteers, with 
companies of the Eighth cavalry, half 
of the Fourth cavalry and several com­ 
panies of the Twenty-fifth colored cav­ 
alry. occupied Juragua, five miles be­ 
yond, and the American flag was hoisted 
there. 
The Spaniards retired before the ad­ 
vance, which was covered by Caban 
skirmishers, burning the blockhouses as 
they went. 
Colonel Wagner, with a small recon­ 
naissance 
party of about 40 men, 
brushed against the flank of a retreat­ 
ing Spanish column, 200 strong, at Fir- 
mezas. 
A dozen shots were fired by the 
Spaniards as Colonel Wagner fell back. 
Before General Lawton could bring up 
the Twenty-second, the van regiment; 
the Spaniards had decamped westward. 
Juragua was abandoned by General 
Linares and 1,200 Spanish with such 
haste that they had no time to burn the 
town, though an ineffectual effort was 
made to destroy the locomotives of the 
railroad and the rolling steck.

W a s h in g t o n , June 25.— If Spain it 
foolhardy enough to send the Cadiz 
fleet through the Suez canal to attack 
Dewey in the Philippines, it is an­ 
nounced on good authority that before 
the last Spanish vessel has 
passed 
through the canal an American squad­ 
ron will be steaming at full speed across 
the Atlantic straight for the coast of 
Spain to bring the war home to the 
Spanish people. There is no doubt that 
Dewey can take care of himself against 
this Cadiz fleet, since his own sqadron 
will be reinforced by ironclads long be­ 
fore Camara’s ships sight the bay of 
Manila, and he will have the shore bat­ 
teries with him instead of against him 
in the struggle. 
But it has been concluded by the ad­ 
ministration that nothing save the most 
severe measures will suffice to bring the 
Spanish people to a realizing sense of 
the hopelessness of the continuance of 
the present war, and even kindness, it 
is held, will dictate such a blow as that 
it is proposed to administer if the Span­ 
ish persist in this last project.

Sampson will have an abundance of 
vessels to spare for the task set for him. 
Probably he will constitute the attack­ 
ing fleet in two squadrons, the first a 
flying squadron to be composed of the 
swiftest vesselsAof the fleet, such as the 
Columbia, Minneapolis, Harvard, Yale, 
St. Louis, St. Paul, New Orleans and 
such craft. 
This will be followed under another 
command, either Sampson or Schley, by 
the battleships which Captain C larks 
experience with the Oregon has shown 
can easily be counted on for the voyage 
across tile Atlantic. 
With the Iowa, 
Oregon, Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Texas, all battleships, supplementing 
the New York and Brooklyn, armored 
cruisers, and the lees powerful but 
speedy vessels of the flying squadron, 
the Spanish coast would be speedily 
swept clear of all commerce, all Span­ 
ish shipping would be destroyed and 
some oi the best ports blockaded or 
bombarded.

W h it e H a l l , Ills., June 85.-Traia 
No. 49, the northbound express on the 
Ohicago, Burlington and Quincy rail* 
road, was delayed about one mile north 
of White Hall late last night by an at­ 
tempted holdup and Engineer Fred 
Dempsey was shot and killed. 
As the train stopped at the C. and A. 
crossing a masked man climbed over 
the tender with a leveled revolver, 
Fireman George Savage jumped from 
the engine just as the robber tired, the 
bullet taking effect in the engineer's 
side.

The chief interest in the bombard­ 
m ent of the fortifications at the entrance 
to Santiago de Cuba harbor the other 
.morning was in watching the landing 
of individual shots. 
The flagship Ne w 
York was the best placed ship in the 
fleet for seeing those that struck along 
the bluffs to the east, and a m ajority of 
the most effective shots came from her 
own guns. The New York took her sta­ 
tion nearer to the Morro than any other 
ship, and she was also to windward of 
all the other vessels except the Dolphin. 
W ith a very few exceptions the landing 
of every shot coaid be seen either from 
the bow or the stern of the ship, and the 
good 
marksmanship 
displayed 
was 
largely due to the timely hints given by 
those stationed there. 
The first range used was 4,000 yards, 
but as the ship drifted inshore w ith the 
current this was reduced rapidly to 
1,800. The most effective shots were at 
from 2,200 to 2,800 yards. At this dis­ 
tance there was opportunity for one to 
step to the extremity of the ship after a 
shot was fired and to catch a glimpse of 
the cliffs from under the canopy of 
smoke from the gun’s discharge. 
The 
oourse of the whiffling shell was not ap­ 
parent to the untrained eye, but its 
landing made a blotch on the landscape 
that was easily seen. 
The targets were difficult ones. Near­ 
ly all the batteries of the Spaniards 
wTere situated a little back of the crest 
of the ridge, and w ith an inch too great 
elevation of the guns the shells sped on 
to the harbor and hills beyond, where 
their execution was problematical at 
best, although there was the comfort of 
knowing that there were batteries and 
ships in the general direction which 
they took. W ith an insufficient eleva­ 
tion of the guns the shells took effect 
on the rugged cliffs below the Spanish 
batteries. It was these shots that were 
most beautiful, though the damage they 
did the enemy was probably slight. 
Some shells struck soft spots on the 
cliffs, and, exploding, sent a great mass 
of reddish earth aud small stones sky­ 
ward, the debris falling over the crest 
of the cliff or back into the sea below, 
while the white smoke floated away 
lazily above. Others struck point blank 
and burst into radiating, scintillating 
fragments, whose trails were thin lines 
of bluish smoke th at looked like the 
ribs of an open fan. 
Occasionally one 
seemed to settle in a crevice, and after 
an angry spurt of smoke a huge bowl­ 
der, blasted from its place, would slide 
and roll downward and plunge into the 
sea. One portion of the cliff seemed to 
be of harder m aterial than the rest. 
From it the shells glanced and rebound­ 
ed in every direction, sometimes in 
straight lines and sometimes in cork- 
screwlike spirals that gave one a very 
distinct impression of the terrible force 
of their impact. 
The most beautiful of 
these were those that returned directly 
upon the oourse over which they had 
come and those that shot straight up­ 
ward and were lost from sight as the 
glowing metal, heated by that instant 
of incalculable friction, soared into the 
overhanging clouds. Accompanying the 
visual phenomena was an almost con 
tinuons roar as the detonations of dis­ 
charge and explosion struck the ear in 
interminable reverberations from sea 
and sky and mountain side. 
The shells that took effect on the 
edge of the cliff were different from 
those below. A quick eye could discern 
the guns thrown from their incasements, 
tho houses torn from their foundations 
and the trees uprooted. Men could be 
seen running about, too, and it must 
have been that many of them were 
mangled in tho concussions. 
It was 
after shots like these that the gunners 
on the flagship sighed w ith satisfaction 
and smiled the grim war smile that de­ 
notes pleasure in destruction done. The 
men on deck clap one another on the 
back and shout congratulations to the 
sweating gun crews. The gun captain, 
as his men swab out the smoking piece, 
rubs his bare arm across his forehead 
and asks, “ W hat did that do?" A dozen 
answer his question w ith eyes still 
fixed on the cliff to note the next shot. 
The word is passed to the conning tower 
and the bridge; from the masthead, the 
quarter deck and the forecastle messen­ 
ger boys come running w ith reports of 
another gun disabled, and the order 
goes back, “ Send one more shot, same 
elevation, a little to the left." 
The othar afternoon the Dolphin fig­ 
ured in two jokes—w ar jokes, that re­ 
quire a certain disregard for danger to 
be fully appreciated. 
After the other 
ships retired from the bombardment the 
Dolphin remained at her station, firing 
desultorily at the beach. She was oppo­ 
site a cut through which runs the little 
railroad that connects the iron mines to 
the east w ith the dock half way up 
Santiago harbor. In the cut was a train­ 


load of Spanisn troops, ana tne n m 
joke was most decidedly on them, for 
as often as the forward end of the train 
appeared at one end of the cut the Dol­ 
phin let drive a shot at it, and the train 
ran back. As often, too, as the rear end 
of the train left the other end of the 
cut it was met by another shot For 
over two hours the game continued, th9 
Dolphin firing at a dim inutive fort 
nearby when neither end of the train 
offered a target. The dispatch boat’s 
persistency was finally rewarded, and 
at half past 2 she steamed up to the 
flagship and reported, “ We have dis- 
of troops and dismantled 
went back to 
shied a train 
a blockhouse, air,’’ and 
her blockading station. 
It was two hours later that she again 
steamed up to the flagship and hailed 
her: 
“ May I have permission to shell the 
beach again? Spaniards are attem pting 
to relieve the train I disabled.’* 
There was a pause while a mersenger 
sought the adm iral and then th*' hail: 
“ Dolphin there I Permission is granted, ” 
and off went the Dolphin. 
She headed for the cut and fired one 
thot as she stopped her engines and 
swung broadside on to the beach. 
As 
thongh her shot had been a signal, two 
flashes answered from one of the Span­ 
ish batteries inside the harbor, and be­ 
fore the smoke had drifted away two 
shells dropped, one ahead and one astern 
of the Dolphin, neither more than IOO 
yards away. 
Then it was that the joke 
was on the Dolphin, and many a man 
in the fleet is ready to m aintain that 
the vessel beat her trial speed record in 
resuming her station. 
The incident gives a hint of Spanish 
fighting methods. 
The tottery, thongh 
not in the direct line of fire during the 
morning bombardment, had evidently 
been deserted at that time, though sev­ 
eral of the bombarding ships were w ith­ 
in its range. It is the unexpected moves 
initiated by fear and cowardice and 
consummated w ith wile and treachery 
that are the greatest menace of the na­ 
tion w ith which we are at war. 
If the 
recent bombardment had been followed 
up w ith occupation by the troops now 
expected here, it would have ended 
much of the fighting in this vicinity, 
and it is the impression off Santiago 
th at the occupation of Cuba can only be 
accomplished by following up and main­ 
taining every advance. One shot clears 
a path through a Spanish army, though 
it kills no man, but like a path through 
w ater it w ill 
be filled again unless 
m aintained.—New York Sun.

Count Cassini, Russian embassador 
extraordinary aud m inister plenipoten­ 
tiary to the United States, left New 
York for Washington recently.

him.

The chief interest in the bom bard­ 
m ent of the fortifications at the entrance 
to Santiago de Cuba harbor the other 
m orning w as in w atching the landing 
of individual shots. 
The flagship New 
York was the best plaoed ship in the 
fleet for seeing those th at struck along 
the bluffs to the east, and a m ajority of 
the most effective shots came from her 
own guns. The New York took her sta­ 
tion nearer to the M orro than any other 
ship, and she w as also to w indw ard of 
all the other vessels except the Dolphin. 
W ith a very few exceptions the landing 
of every shot could be seen either from 
the bow or the stern of the ship, and the 
good 
m arksm anship 
displayed 
was 
largely due to the tim ely hints given by 
those stationed there. 
Tho first range used was 4, OOO yards, 
but as the ship drifted inshore w ith the 
current th is w as reduced rapidly to 
1,800. The m ost effective shots w ere at 
from 2,200 to 2,800 yards. A t th is dis­ 
tance there w as opportunity for one to 
step to the extrem ity of the ship after a 
shot was fired and to catch a glim pse of 
the cliff* from under the canopy of 
smoke from the g u n ’s discharge. 
The 
oourse of the whiffling shell was not ap­ 
parent to the untrained eye, bu t its 
landing made a blotch on the landscape 
th at was easily seen. 
The targets were difficult ones. N ear­ 
ly all the batteries of the Spaniards 
were situated a little back of the crest 
of the ridge, and w ith an inch too great 
elevation of the guns the shells sped on 
to the harbor and hills beyond, where 
their execution was problem atical at 
best, although there was the com fort of 
knowing th at there were batteries and 
ships in the general direction w hich 
they took. 
W ith an insufficient eleva­ 
tion of the guns the shells took effect 
on the rugged cliffs below the Spanish 
batteries. 
It w as these shots th at were 
moet beautiful, though the damage they 
did the enemy w as probably slight. 
Some shells struck soft spots on the 
cliffs, and, exploding, sent a great mass 
of reddish earth and small stones sky­ 
ward, the debris falling over the crest 
of the cliff or back into the sea below’, 
w hile the w hite smoke floated aw’ay 
lazily above. O thers struck point blank 
and burst into radiating, scintillating 
fragm ents, whose trails were thin lines 
of bluish smoke th a t looked like the 
ribs of an open fan. 
Occasionally one 
seemed to settle in a crevice, and after 
an angry spurt of smoke a huge bowl­ 
der, blasted from its place, would slide 
and roll dow nw ard and plunge into the 
sea. One portion of the cliff seemed to 
be of harder m aterial than the rest. 
From it the shells glanced and rebound­ 
ed in every direction, sometimes in 
straight lines and sometimes in cork­ 
screwlike spirals th at gave one a very 
distinct impression of the terrible force 
of their im pact. 
The most beautiful of 
these w ere those th a t returned directly 
upon the course over which they had 
come and those th at shot straight up­ 
w ard and were lost from sight as the 
glowing m etal, heated by th at instant 
of incalculable friction, soared into the 
overhanging clouds. Accompanying the 
visual phenomena was an alm ost con­ 
tinuous roar as the detonations of dis­ 
charge and explosion struck the ear in 
interm inable reverberations from sea 
and sky and m ountain side. 
The shells th at took effect on the 
edge of the cliff were different from 
those below. A quick eye could discern 
the guns throw n from their incasements, 
tho houses torn from their foundations 
and the trees uprooted. 
Men could be 
seen running about, too, and it m ust 
have been th at m any of them were 
mangled in tho concussions. 
I t was 
after shots like these that the gunners 
on the flagship sighed w ith satisfaction 
and smiled the grim w ar smile th at de­ 
notes pleasure in destruction done. Tile 
men on deck clap one another on the 
back and shout congratulations to the 
sweating gun crews. 
The gun captain, 
as his men swab out the smoking piece, 
rubs his bare arm across his forehead 
and asks, “ W hat did th at do?” A dozen 
answer his question wTith eyes still 
fixed on the cliff to note the next shot. 
The word is passed to the conning tow er 
and the bridge; from the m asthead, the 
quarter deck and the forecastle messen­ 
ger boys come running w ith reports of 
another gun disabled, and the order 
goes back, “ Send one more shot, same 
elevation, a little to the left. ” 
The othar afternoon the Dolphin fig­ 
ured in two jokes—w ar jokes, th at re­ 
quire a certain disregard for danger to 
be fully appreciated. 
After the other 
ships retired from the bombardment the 
Dolphin rem ained at her station, firing 
desultorily at the beach. She was oppo­ 
site a cut through whioh runs the little 
railroad th at connects the iron m ines to 
the east w ith the dock half way up 
Santiago harbor. In the cut was a train ­ 


load of Spanisn troops, ana tne nrst 
joke was most decidedly on them, for 
as often as the forw ard end of the train 
appeared at one end of the cut the Dol­ 
phin let drive a shot at it, and the train 
ran back. As often, too, as the rear end 
of the train left the other end of the 
cut it was m et by another sh o t 
For 
over two hours the game continued, tha 
Dolphin firing a t a dim inutive fort 
nearby w hen neither end of the train 
offered a target. 
The dispatch boat’s 
persistency was finally rewarded, and 
at half past 2 she steamed up to the 
flagship and reported, “ We have dis­ 
abled a train of troops and dism antled 
a blockhouse, sir, ” aud went back to 
her blockading station. 
It was tw o hours later th at she again 
steamed up to the flagship and hailed 
her: 
“ May I have perm ission to shell the 
beach again? Spaniards are attem pting 
to relieve the train I disabled. ” 
There was a pause w hile a mef'Senger 
sought the adm iral and the,n th* hail: 
“ Dolphin there I Perm ission is granted, ” 
and off wTent the Dolphin. 
She headed for the cut and fired one 
»hot as she stopped her engines and 
swung broadside on to the beach. 
As 
though her shot had been a signal, two 
flashes answ ered from one of the Span­ 
ish Lotteries inside the harbor, and be­ 
fore the smoke had drifted aw ay two 
shells dropped, one ahead and one astern 
of the Dolphin, neither more than IOO 
yards away. 
Then it w as th at the joke 
was on the Dolphin, and m any a m an I 
in the fleet is ready to m aintain th at j 
the vessel beat her trial speed record in

THE SHOOTING STAR LIGHT. 


W illiam A. E ddy’s E xperim ent W ith a 
N ew N igh t W ar Signal. 
W illiam A. Eddy, the kite expert; 
Frederick M. Slater and Harold Ramage 
have experimented w ith a new night 
w ar signal called the “ shooting sta r” 
light. Mr. Eddy raised two of the kites, 
each seven feet in diam eter, to a height 
of 900 feet. 
A fter they were steady in 
the air he attached one end of the kite 
cable for a distance along the ground. 
To this cable was fastened a twopound 
lighted cellar lantern of five candle 
power. 
W hen everything was ready, Mr. 
Eddy released the line on the ground 
and the kites im m ediately rose higher 
on getting the extra rope. 
Tho lantern 
shot straight upw ard into the air, held 
by a knot in the kite cable. 
W hen Mr. 
Slater gave a sharp side jar to the ca­ 
ble, the lantern was released and de­ 
scended uutil w ithin 20 feet of the 
earth, when it was run upon two spread­ 
ing cables, to save it from being broken. 
Mr. Eddy says th at the “ shooting 
sta r” signal can be seen a t a m uch 
greater distance if the light is at a 
standstill and holds th at by the use of 
variously colored lights comm unication 
could be carried on at night between 
different divisions of the arm y in places 
w ithout telegraph and telephone facili­ 
ties.— New York Herald.

A writer in Knowledge describes the 
interesting operations of the bee callec 
the “ leaf cutter. ” This insect drills in 
a sand bank a hole IO inches deep anc, 
half an inch in diameter and divides it 
into about a dozen compartments or 
cells. Each cell is composed of pieces of 
leaf, cut into proper shapes and care­ 
fully fitted together. 
Rose leaves anc 
sweet pva leaves are among the favorites 
of the bees. 
The cutting is done with the jaws, 
while the six legs hold the leaf in posi­ 
tion and enable the insect to turn itself 
about with the precision of a pair of 
compasses. 
Some of the cut pieces are 
perfect circles. Others are oblong figures 
of varying proportions. Having cut out 
the segment of leaf, an operation re­ 
quiring about 20 seconds, the bee car­ 
ries it to the sand bauk and then re­ 
turns for more materials. When a piece 
las been nearly cut off, the bee, in or­ 
der to prevent tearing, poises itself in 
idle air with its wings and completes 
the operation with a clean cut.

PECULIARITIES OF THE GUN THAT 


MOWED DOWN THE SPANISH. 


It* Pow er o f Penetration — H as Point 
B lank R ange o f B etw een 600 And 700 
Yard*—E ffe c tiv e at *,000 Yavds—H ow It 


Compare* W ith Spanish M auser Rifles. 


The gun the marines use has sudden­ 
ly become an object of interest, in view 
of the deadly execution Colonel Hunt­ 
ington’s men have been doin*4>vith it 
on the heights above Guant^iamo bay. 
In the first brushes with the%paniards, 
before the Americans had apparently 
caught the knack of the peculiar variety 
of bushwhacking in vogue in Cuba, 
there were complaints that the enemies’ 
guns carried farther. Since the last en­ 
gagements, however, there has been no 
more talk of the Mauser’s superiority. 
In point of fact, the two arms—the 
Spanish Mauser aud the Lee gun of the 
navy—seem to be pretty evenly match­ 
ed, so far as shooting power is concerned. 
The navy gun, known to the trade as 
the Lee straight pull rifle, is a magazine 
gun with a caliber of .236 inch. It uses 
smokeless powder with a hardened lead 
bullet, incased in a copper jacket plated 
with tin, having an initial velocity of 
2,550 feet a second. 
The point blank 
range of the gun is between 600 aud 
700 yards. At the distance of 600 yards 
the bullet rises at the highest point in 
its trajectory but a trifle over five feet, 
thus making the entire range a zone of 
danger. At the distance of 1,000 yards 
the bullet rises at the highest point in 
its trajectory but 24 feet, while at a 
distance of five feet from the muzzle the 
bullet will penetrate 54 seven-eighths 
inch pine boards aud a half inch steel 
plate. 
At IOO feet it will penetrate a 
seven-sixteenths inch steel plate. 
The 
gun has an effective range of 2,000 yards 
and over. 
The arm can be used either as a re­ 
peater or as a single loader. 
Where it 
is used as a repeater five cartridges, at­ 
tached at the base to a metal clip, are 
inserted in the magazine at a time. By 
this system it can be handled very rap­ 
idly, as but little time is taken up in 
opening the breech and inserting a clip 
of cartridges, when five shot are ready 
for instant firing. 
Tile entire five may 
be fired without taking the gun from 
the shoulder, and the piece can also be 
reloaded in the same position. 
The gun can also be used as a single 
loader, while retaining five cartridges 
in the magazine for an emergency, by 
the simple expedient of placing a sixth 
cartridge under the extractor. 
This 
mode of firing can be continued indef­ 
initely. 
The gun eau be used with 
equal facility as a single loader, and 
may be operated in this way at great 
speed without even taking the gun 
from the shoulder. 
But the great su­ 
periority of the arm over other types of 
Colt guns, according to the experts, is 
in that the operation of opening and 
closing the breech is by a “ straight 
pull,” instead of the customary “ up 
turn” and “ back pull” of similar arms. 
The entire length of the gun without 
the bayonet is 3 feet 11.6 inches; with 
the bayonet it is 4 feet 7.9 inches. The 
weight of the arm with the bayonet fix­ 
ed is nine pounds seven ounces; with­ 
out the bayonet the gun weighs eight 
pounds eight pounces. 
The loaded car­ 
tridge used in the gun is a shade over 
3 1-10 inches in length, and 180 rounds 
in the metal clips is eight pounds six 
ounces. 
The cartridge belt adopted in 
the service is arranged with 12 little 
pockets, each containing three clips of 
five cartridges, and the total weight 
of the resulting 180 rounds, with the 
belt the marine carries them in, is 9 
pounds 13 ounces. 
The bayonet with 
which the man is further armed is of 
the knife pattern, with a blade a trifle 
over 8 inches long and a shade over an 
inch in width. 
The much talked of Mauser gun, with 
which the men who carry the Lee have 
been confronted in the recent battles, 
has a certain superficial resemblance to 
the American arm. It is about the same 
size, inserts its cartridges in clips of 
five and is of practically the same range. 
The cartridges for the two are practi­ 
cally identical, I was informed, and their 
effective range is similar.

marked apparent difference between the 
two is that the Mauser, which is also a 
Colt gun, has the “ up turn” “ pull 
back” movement, which many object 
to, and consequently consider the Lee 
the superior all around arm.

The gun the marines use has sudden­ 
ly become an object of interest, in view 
of the deadly execution Colonel H unt­ 
ington’s men have been doin£pvith it 
on the heights above G uant^iam o bay. 
In the first brushes w ith the%paniards, 
before the Americans had apparently 
caught the knack of the peculiar variety 
of bushwhacking iii vogue in Cuba, 
there were com plaints that the enem ies’ 
guns carried farther. Since tho last en­ 
gagements, however, there has been no 
more talk of the Mauser’s superiority. 
In point of fact, the tw o arms— the 
Spanish Mauser and the Lee gun of the 
navy— seem to be pretty evenly match­ 
ed, so far as shooting power is concerned. 
The navy gun, known to the trado as 
the Lee straight pull rifle, is a magazine 
gun w ith a caliber of .236 inch. It uses 
smokeless powder w ith a hardened lead 
bullet, incased in a copper jacket plated 
w ith tin, having an initial velocity of 
2,550 feet a second. 
The point blank 
range of the gun is between 600 and 
700 yards. At the distance of 600 yards 
the bullet rises at the highest point in 
its trajectory but a trifle over five feet, 
thus making the entire range a zone of 
danger. 
At the distance of 1,000 yards 
the bullet rises at the highest point iii 
its trajectory but 24 feet, w hile at a 
distance of five feet from the muzzle the 
bullet w ill penetrate 54 seven-eighths 
inch pine boards aud a half inch steel 
plate. 
At IOO feet it w ill penetrate a 
seven-sixteenths inch steel plate. 
The 
gun has an effective range of 2,000 yards 
and over. 
The arm can be used either as a re­ 
peater or as a single loader. 
Where it 
is used as a repeater five cartridges, at­ 
tached at the base to a metal clip, are 
inserted in the magazine at a time. 
By 
this system it can be handled very rap­ 
idly, as but little tim e is taken up in 
opening the breech and inserting a clip 
of cartridges, when five shot are ready 
for instant firing. 
Tile entire five may 
be fired w ithout taking tho gun from 
the shoulder, and the pieco can also be 
reloaded in the same position. 
The gun can also be used as a single 
loader, w hile retaining five cartridges 
in the magazine for an emergency, by 
the simple expedient of placing a sixth 
cartridge under the extractor. 
This 
mode of firing can be continued indef­ 
initely. 
The gun can be used w ith 
equal facility as a single loader, and 
may be operated in this w ay at great 
speed without, 
even taking tho gun 
from the shoulder. 
But tile great su­ 
periority of the arm over other types of 
Colt guns, according to the experts, is 
in that tho operation of opening and 
closing the breech is by a “ straight 
p u ll,” instead of the customary “ up 
turn” and “ back p ull” of sim ilar arms. 
The entire length of the gun without 
the bayonet is 3 feet 11.6 inches; with 
the bayonet it is 4 feet 7.9 inches. 
The 
w eight of tho arm w ith the bayonet fix­ 
ed is nine pounds seven ounces; w ith­ 
out the bayonet the gun w eighs eight 
pounds eight pounces. 
The loaded car­ 
tridge used in the gun is a shade over 
3 1-10 inches in length, and 180 rounds 
in the metal clips is eight pounds six 
ounces. 
The cartridge belt adopted in 
the service is arranged w ith 12 little 
pockets, each containing three clips of 
five cartridges, aud the total w eight 
of the resulting 180 rounds, w ith the 
belt the marine carries them in, is 9 
pounds 13 ounces. 
Tho bayonet w ith

He Claim* A fntdores In a Better lan d in g 
Place Than Guantanamo—Troop* Must 
Cut Their Way Through Dcn..« Under­ 
brush—Tile Fever aud the Lift. Wind*. 


After trading for a score of > jars to 
Cuba in large and swift vessels, Captain 
Lodge Colton of Philadelphia has offer­ 
ed his services to the navy department 
and has also offered to conduct free of 
cost any relief expedition which the 
citizens may send to aid the men in the 
field. 
It is quite natural that after his 
long service as a commander Captain 
Colton is as familiar with every harbor 
in Cuba as a ferryboat pilot is with 
Market street slip. 
His age alone pre­ 
vented his going in the navy, but he has 
been of great service nevertheless, since 
he has furnished invaluable data to the 
board of strategy. 
Not only with the 
Cuban harbors is the captain familiar, 
but much cf the mainland where the 
United States troops must operate is to 
him as an open book; hence his ideas on 
the invasion of the island are practical 
views founded on personal observation. 
Recently he said: 
“ First of ail let me say that I sin­ 
cerely hope the United States will nev­ 
er give Cuba up after it once is taken, 
and taken it will be, though not so easi­ 
ly as some people seem to imagine. 
I 
say, retain it because under American 
rule it wonld become the garden spot of 
the world. 
It may sound like a yarn 
but I have seen a sugar cane measured 
at dusk in the evening and again the 
next morning at daybreak, and over 
night it had grown fully six inches, 
saw tomatoes fit to eat picked from a 
vine for which I had given the planter 
the seeds only 23 days before. 
“ W ith such a soil and climate the is­ 
land must be one vast garden if proper­ 
ly cultivated. The landing of troops at 
Guantanamo mr, in fact, many other 
places will not be attended with mnch 
risk. Santiago de Cuba proper, I think, 
has stronger external defenses than Ha­ 
vana, mainly because of the narrow 
passageway for ships. 
On all sides are 
batteries, and up in the narrow neck it 
wonld not need any aiming to hit the 
ships from a water battery. 
‘Guantanamo is 28 miles away, and 
the outer bay where the marines have 
landed is deep and ample for any naval 
force. The upper bay, approaching the 
landing and railroad that leads to the 
city proper, is shallow and treacherous. 
Between Santiago and Guantanamo is a 
better landing place. It is Aguadores, 
where the Spanish-American mines are 
located. Deep pockets and good wharfs 
will allow the biggest transports to lie 
safely at pier ends for the troops to dis­ 
embark. This is 16 miles from Santiago. 
“ Landing troops in Cuba is one thing, 
but waging a successful battle or exe­ 
cuting a successful movement is anoth­ 
er. 
Everywhere the ground is covered 
with the densest kind of a growth of 
underbrush, a good mate for our com­ 
mon cat brier being the chief offender. 
These briers will cut the legs out of a 
pair of stout canvas overalls before yon 
walk a mile, and as there is nothing but 
mule paths every inch of the ground 
must be cleared before th© advance of 
the army. Mixed with this growth are 
all sorts of trees, with heavy tropical 
foliage, so that at 2B yards it is often 
impossible to see a person. I have hunt­ 
ed deer all around Cuba, and everywhere 
I found the same tangle of pitiless bush 
and brier. 
“ I may be charged with a desire to 
violate the highly polished rules of 
warfare, but if I bad to move an army 
in Cuba it wonld move over a fire swept 
waste. The underbrush will bum, and 
if it is started right, with the wind 
astern of it, a good, healthy fire will 
clean the path to Santiago better than 
1 0 ,0 0 0 machete men could do it in 
week. The fire wonld serve a threefold 
purpose. It would clear the ground, de­ 
stroy the mosquitoes and vermin and 
wonld also do away with the real yel­ 


l o w fever incubator of the country. The 
latter, everybody who has seen Cuba in 
the rainy season believes, is the vast 
matted and tangled growth which lies 
in all stages of flourish and decay on the 
ground. 
The rainy season will soon set in 
and then the troops will see some rain 
for sore. For about an hour it generally 
seems as if the bottom has dropped out 
of the rainclouds, and pour is no name 
for i t It is a deluge and will wet right 
through canvas or gam. Then out comes 
the sun—always hotter than before— 
.md for the next two hours the white 
fever mist rises like a fog from the de­ 
caying vegetation. This, the Cubans 
say, causes ‘yellow jack, ’ and I do not 
doubt them. Guantanamo is a fairly 
healthy part, but in Santiago as well as 
in all the other seaports smallpox rages 
nearly all the time. There is an abun­ 
dance of tropical fruit, yams and edible 
roots, but I fear our soldiers wonld not 
find it a very good fighting diet. The 
food supply must be nearly at an end,* 
and that is why I think a relief expedi­ 
tion may be needed.

CAPTAIN LODGE COLTON ON THE IN­ 


VASION OF CUBA.

After trading for a score or? > jars to 
Cuba in large aud swift vessels, Captain 
Lodge Colton of Philadelphia has offer­ 
ed his services to the navy department 
and has also offered to conduct free of 
cost any relief expedition which the 
citizens may send to aid the men in the 
field. 
It is quite natural that after his 
long service as a commander Captaiq 
Colton is as familiar with every harbor 
in Cuba as a ferryboat pilot is with 
Market street slip. 
His age alone pre­ 
vented his going in the navy, but he bas 
been of great service nevertheless, since 
he has furnished invaluable data to the 
board of strategy. 
Not only with the 
Cuban harbors is the captain familiar, 
but much cf the mainland where the 
United States troops must operate is to 
him as an open book; hence his ideas on 
the invasion of the island are practical 
views founded on personal observation. 
Recently he said: 
"F irst of all let me say that I sin­ 
cerely hope the United States will nev­ 
er give Cuba up after it once is taken, 
and taken it will be, though not so easi­ 
ly as some people seem to imagine. 
I 
say, retain it because under American 
role it would become the garden spot of 
the world. 
It may sound like a yarn, 
but I have seen a sugar cane measured 
at dusk in the evening and again the 
next morning at daybreak, and over­ 
night it had grown fully six inches. 
I 
saw tomatoes fit to eat picked from a 
vine for which I had given the planter 
the seeds only 23 days before. 
"W ith such a soil and climate the is­ 
land must be one vast garden if proper­ 
ly cultivated. The landing of troops at 
Guantanamo or, in fact, many other 
places will not be attended with much 
risk. Santiago de Caba proper, I think, 
has stronger external defenses than Ha­ 
vana, mainly because of the narrow 
passageway for ships. 
On all sides are 
batteries, and up in the narrow neck it 
would not need any aiming to hit the 
ships from a water battery. 
"Guantanamo is 28 miles away, and 
the outer bay where the marines have 
landed is deep and ample for any naval 
force. The upper bay, approaching the 
landing and railroad that leads to the 
city proper, is shallow and treacherous. 
Between Santiago and Guantanamo is a 
better landing place. It is Aguadores, 
where the Spanish-American mines are 
located. Deep pockets and good wharfs 
will allow the biggest transports to lie 
safely at pier ends for the troops to dis­ 
embark. This is 16 miles from Santiago. 
"Landing troops in Cuba is one thing, 
but waging a successful battle or exe­ 
cuting a successful movement is anoth­ 
er. 
Everywhere the ground is covered 
with the densest kind of a growth of 
underbrush, a good mate for our com­ 
mon cat brier being the chief offender. 
These briers will cut the legs out of a 
pair of stout canvas overalls before you 
walk a mile, and as there is nothing but 
mule paths every inch of the ground 
must be cleared before the advance of 
the army. Mixed with this growth are 
all sorts of trees, with heavy tropical 
foliage, so that at 25 yards it is often 
impossible to see a person. I have hunt­ 
ed deer all around Cuba, and everywhere 
I found the same tangle of pitiless bush 
and brier.

Corn was steady without much fluctua­ 
tion.

BLOODHOUNDS PUT ON THE TRAIL* 


W a s h i n g t o n , June 25.—If Spain is 
foolhardy enough to seud the Cadiz 
fleet through the Suez canal to attack 
Dewey in the Philippines, it is an­ 
nounced on good authority that before 
the last Spanish vessel has 
passed 
through the canal an American squad­ 
ron will be steaming at full speed across 
the Atlantic straight for the coast of 
Spain to bring the war home to the 
Spanish people. There is no doubt that 
Dewey can take care of himself against J 
this Cadiz fleet, since his own sqadron I 
will be reinforced by ironclads long be­ 
fore Camara's ships sight the bay of 
Manila, and he will have the shore bat­ 
teries with him instead of against him 
in the struggle. 
But it has been concluded by the ad­ 
ministration that nothing save the most 
severe measures will suffice to bring the 
Spanish people to a realizing sense of 
the hopelessness of the continuance of 
the present war, and even kindness, it 
is held, will dictate such a blow as that 
it is proposed to administer if the Span­ 
ish persist in this last project. 
Atter 
the fall of Santiago and the capture or 
destruction 
of 
Cervera’s 
squadron 
Sampson will have an abundance of 
vessels to spare for the task set for him. 
Probably he will constitute the attack­ 
ing fleet in two squadrons, the first a 
flying squadron to be composed of the 
swiftest vesselsftof the fleet, such as the 
Columbia, Minneapolis, Harvard, Yale, 
St. Louis, St. Paul, New Orleans aud 
such craft. 
This will be followed under another 
command, either Sampson or Schley, by 
the battleships which Captain Clark s 
experience with the Oregon has shown 
can easily be counted on for the voyage 
across tne Atlantic. 
With the Iowa, 
Oregon, Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Tex is, all battleships, supplementing 
the New York and Brooklyn, armored 
cruisers, uud the less powerful but 
speedy ve-sels of the flying squadron, 
the Spanish coast would be speedily 
swept clear of all commerce, all Span­ 
ish shipping would be destroyed aud 
some oi tile best ports blockaded or 
bombarded.

Belt Work Done at 2,200 to 2,800 Yard*. 
ReanoDH Why the Target* Were Difficult 
to Hit—The Dolphin's Play With a Span­ 
ish Military Train—Belief That Cuba Can 
■> Be Effectively Occupied Only by Main­ 
taining Every Advance Made. 


The chief interest in the bom bard 
m ent of the fortifications at the entrance 
to Santiago de Cuba harbor the other 
m orning w as in w atching the lauding 
of individual shots. 
The flagship New 
York was the best placed ship in the 
fleet for seeing those th at struck along 
the bluffs to the east, and a m ajority of 
the m ost effective shots came from her 
own guns. The New York took her sta­ 
tion nearer to the M orro than any other 
ship, and she w as also to w indw ard of 
all the other vessels except the Dolphin. 
W ith a very few exceptions the landing 
of every shot could he seen either from 
the bow or the stern of the ship, and the 
good 
m arksm anship 
displayed 
was 
largely due to the tim ely h ints given by 
those stationed there. 
Tho first range used was 4,000 yards, 
but as the ship drifted inshore w ith the 
current th is was reduced rapidly to 
1,800. The m ost effective shots were at 
from 2,200 to 2 ,800 yards. A t th is dis­ 
tance there wras opportunity for one to 
step to tho extrem ity of the ship after a 
shot was fired and to catch a glim pse of 
the cliffs from under the canopy of 
smoke from the g u n ’s discharge. 
The 
course of the whiffling shell was not ap­ 
parent to the untrained eye, but its 
landing made a blotch on the landscape 
th at was easily seen. 
The targets were difficult ones. N ear­ 
ly all the batteries of the Spaniards 
were situated a little back of the crest 
i 
of the ridge, and w ith an inch too great 
I 
elevation of the guns the shells sped on 
to the harbor and h ills beyond, where | 
their execution w as problem atical at 
best, although there was the comfort of 
knowing th a t there were batteries and 
ships in the general direction which 
they took. 
W ith an insufficient eleva­ 
tion of the guns the shells took effect 
on the rugged cliffs below the Spanish 
batteries. 
It was these shots th at were 
most beautiful, though the damage they 
did tho enemy was probably slight. 
Some shells struck soft spots on the 
cliffs, and, exploding, sent a great mass 
of reddish earth aud sm all stones sky­ 
ward, the debris falling over the crest 
of the cliff or back into the sea below, 
w hile the w hite smoke floated aw ay 
lazily above. 
O thers struck point blank 
and burst into radiating, scintillating 
fragm ents, whose trails were thin lines 
of bluish amoke th a t looked like the 
ribs of an open fan. 
Occasionally one 
seemed to settle in a crevice, and after 
an angry spurt of smoke a huge bowl­ 
der, blasted from its place, would slide 
and roll dow nw ard and plunge into the 
sea. One portion of the cliff seemed to 
be of harder m aterial than the rest. 
From it the shells glanced and rebound­ 
ed in every direction, sometim es in 
straight lines and sometimes in cork- 
acrewlike spirals th at gave ono a very 
distinct impression of the terrible force 
of their impact. 
The most beautiful of 
these w ere those th a t returned directly 
upon the oourse over w hich they had 
come and those th a t shot straight up­ 
w ard and were lost from sight as the 
glowing m etal, heated by th at instant 
of incalculable friction, soared into the 
overhanging clouds. Accompanying the 
visual phenomena was an alm ost con­ 
tinuous roar as the detonations of dis­ 
charge and explosion struck the ear in 
interm inable reverberations from sea 
aud sky and m ountain side. 
The shells th at took effect on the 
edge of the cliff were different from 
those l>elow. A quick eye could discern 
the guns throw n from their incasements, 
the houses torn from their foundations 
and the tree* uprooted. 
Men could be 
seen running about, too, aud it m ust 
have been th a t m any of them were 
m angled iii the concussions. 
It was 
after shots like these th at the gunners 
on the flagship sighed w ith satisfaction 
and smiled the grim w ar sm ile th at de­ 
notes pleasure in destruction done. The 
men on deck clap one another on the 
back aud shout congratulations to the 
sw eating gun crews. 
The gun captain, 
as his men swab out the smoking piece, 
rubs his bare arm across his forehead 
and asks, "W h a t did th at do?" A dozen 
answer his question w ith eyes still 
fixed on the cliff to note the next shot 
The word is passed to the conning tower 
and the bridge; from the masthead, the 
quarter deck aud the forecastle messen­ 
ger boys corno running w ith reports of 
another gnu disabled, and the order 
goes buok, "Send one more shot, same 
elevation, a little to the left. ** 
The othar afternoon the Dolphin fig­ 
ured in two jokes— w ar jokes, th at re­ 
quire a certain disregard for danger to 
be folly appreciated. 
A fter the other 
ships retired from the bombardment the 
Dolphin rem ained at her station, firing 
desultorily at the ,'oaoh. She was oppo­ 
site a cut through w hioh runs the little 
railroad th at connects the iron mines to 
the east w ith the dock half way up 
Santiago harbor. In the cut was a train­ 


load of Spam sn troops, ana tne nrsi 
joke was most decidedly on them , for 
as often as the forw ard end of the train 
appeared at one end of the cut the Dol­ 
phin let drive a shot at it, and the train 
ran back. As often, too, as the rear end 
of the train left the other end of the 
cut it was m et by another shot. 
For 
over tw o hours the game continued, th9 
Dolphin firing at a dim inutive fort 
nearby when neither end of the train 
offered a target. 
The dispatch boat’s 
persistency was finally rewarded, and 
at half past 2 she steam ed up to the 
flagship and reported, "W e have dis­ 
abled a train of troops and dism antled 
a blockhouse, a ir," a n d w ent back to 
her blockading station. 
It w as two hours later th at she again 
steamed up to the flagship and hailed 
her: 
"M ay I have perm ission to shell the 
beach again? Spaniards are attem pting 
to relieve the train I disabled." 
There was a pause w hile a messenger 
sought the adm iral and then th* hail: 
"D olphin th e re ! Perm ission is granted," 
and off w ent the Dolphin. 
She headed for the cut and fired one 
I hot as she stopped her engines and 
swung broadside on to the beach. 
As 
though her shot had been a signal, two 
flashes answ ered from one of the Span­ 
ish Lotteries inside the harbor, and be­ 
fore the smoke had drifted aw ay two 
shells dropped, one ahead and one astern 
of the Dolphin, neither more than IOO 
yards away. 
Then it was th at the joke 
was on the Dolphin, and m any a m an 
in the fleet is ready to m aintain that 
the vessel beat her trial speed record in 
resum ing her station. 
The incident gives a h in t of Spanish 
fighting methods. 
The battery, though 
not in the direct line of lire during the 
m orning bombardment, had evidently 
been deserted at th at tim e, though sev­ 
eral of the bom barding ships were w ith ­ 
in its range. It is the unexpected moves 
in itiated by fear and cowardice and 
consum m ated w ith w ile and treachery 
th at are the greatest menace of the na­ 
tion w ith w hich we are at war. 
If the 
recent bom bardm ent had been followed 
up w ith occupation by the troops now 
expected here, it w ould have ended 
m uch of the fighting in this vicinity, 
aud it is the impression off Santiago 
th at the occupation of Cuba can only be 
accomplished by follow ing up and m ain­ 
taining every advance. One shot clears 
a path through a Spanish arm y, though 
it kills no man, but like a path through 
w ater it w ill 
be filled again unless 
m aintained.— New York Sun.

THE SHOOTING STAR LIGHT. 


William A. Eddy'* Experiment With a 
New Night War Signal. 
W illiam A. Eddy, the kite expert; 
Frederick M. Slater and Harold Rain age 
have experim ented w ith a new night 
w ar signal called the "shooting sta r" 
light. Mr. Eddy raised tw o of the kites, 
each seven feet in diam eter, to a height 
of 900 feet. 
A fter they were steady in 
the air he attached one end of the kite 
cable for a distance along the ground. 
To this cable was fastened a twopound 
lighted oellar lantern of five candle 
power. 
W hen everything was ready, Mr. 
Eddy released the line on the ground 
and the kites im m ediately rose higher 
on getting the extra rope. 
Tho lantern 
shot straight upw ard into the air, held 
by a knot in the kite cable. 
W hen Mr. 
Slater gave a sharp side jar to the ca­ 
ble, tho lantern was released and de­ 
scended uutil w ithin 20 feet of the 
earth, when it was run upon two spread- I 
ing cables, to save it from being broken. 
Mr. Eddy says th at the "shooting 
sta r" signal can be seen at a much 
greater distance if the light is at a 
standstill and holds that by the use of I 
variously colored lights com m unication 
could be carried on at night between 
different divisions of the arm y in places 
w ithout telegraph and telephone fa e ili-: 
ties.— New York Herald.

The N e n v s R e v ie w * received the 
following letter from the gentleman 
this morning: 
A limited number of able bodied men 
between the ages of IS and 45 years will 
be enlisted at this office for the United 
States Volunteer Signal corps. 
The 
term of enlistment will be two years. 
The proportion and monthly pay of en­ 
listed men to each division of the army 
is as follows : Five first-class sergeants, 
$54 ; ten sergeants, $40.80; ten corporals, 
$24 ; thirty privates, $20.40; and in ad­ 
dition to the above pay, they are pro­ 
vided with clothing, subsistence, quar­ 
ters and medical attendance. All w*ho 
enlist must present a certificate of good 
moral character and correct habits. 
Telegraphers will 
be 
required 
to 
famish a certificate from a manager of 
the Western Union, Postal, or other well 
recognized telegraph organization, that 
he is a competent operator of high moral 
character, and of such standing that the 
manager or superintendent would be 
willing to employ him as an operator in 
his own office. 
A similar certificate will 
be required of electricians. Linemen, 
draughtsmen or topographers make de­ 
sirable signalmen. 
Each man must pass a strict physical 
examination. All enlistments will be 
made as privates and promotions to cor­ 
porals and sergeants will be triad* from 
meritorious privates of the corps. Minors 
mast have the written consent of their 
parents or guardians. Applicants mast 
bear their own expenses until accepted 
and enlisted at this office. 
Captain Gyger’s office is located in 
the senate chamber in the capitol at 
Columbus.

sisted iii not letting the gallant colonel 
wash away, was threatened with the 
dire punishment of being made to go 
without a handsome bottle of red eyo 
which the colonel had saved up for him 
if he didn’t get inside his tent and make 
an effort at least to keep dry. 
“ It’s a 
hard thing for the boys to do—this keep­ 
ing dry,” said the colonel solemnly. If 
he were the father of them all, the care 
Colonel Castanian manifests toward his 
men could not lie more considerate.

People should sleep on their right 
sides and avoid the habit of making 
plans when in bcd.

etc. 
Three Ds should be particularly 
watched—drinking water, dampness and 
drains. 
If a child is threatened with a 
cold, strip his feet and fairly toast them 
before the fire for nearly half an hour, 
till they are throughly heated through. 
Then put him to lied and rub his chest 
with goose grease or vase I in until it 
glows, and have him drink u cup of 
very hot milk. 
Few colds will survive 
this treatment.

After trading for a score of 
Cuba in large aud swift vessels, Captain ' 
Lodge Colton of Philadelphia has offer­ 
ed his services to the navy department 
aud has also offered to conduct free of 
cost any relief expedition which the 
citizens may send to aid the men in the 
field. 
It is quite natural that after his 
long service as a commander Captaiq 
Colton is as fam iliar w ith every harbor 
in Cuba as a ferryboat pilot is with 
Market street slip. 
His age alone pre­ 
vented his going in the navy, but he has 
been of great service nevertheless, since 
he has furnished invaluable data to the 
board of strategy. 
Not only with the 
Cuban harbors is the captain familiar, 
but much of the mainland where the 
United States troops must operate is to 
him as an open book; hence his ideas on 
the invasion of the island are practical 
views founded on personal observation. 
Recently he said: 
“ First of all let me say that I sin­ 
cerely hope the United States w ill nev­ 
er give Cuba up after it once is taken, 
and taken it w ill be, though not so easi­ 
ly as some people seem to imagine. 
I 
say, retain it because under American 
rule it would become the garden spot of 
the world. 
It may sound like a yarn, 
but I have seen a sugar cane measured 
at dusk in the evening and again the 
next morning at daybreak, and over­ 
night it had grown fully six inches.

the seeds only 23 days before. 
“ W ith such a soil and climate the is­ 
land must be one vast garden if proper­ 
ly cultivated. 
The landing of troops at 
Guantanamo or, in fact, many other 
places w ill not be attended with much 
risk. Santiago de Cuba proper, I think, 
has stronger external defenses than Ha­ 
vana, mainly because of the narrow 
passageway for ships. 
On all sides are 
batteries, and up in the narrow neck it 
would not need any aiming to h it the 
ships from a water battery. 
“ Guantanamo is 28 miles away, and 
the outer bay where the marines have 
landed is deep and ample for any naval 
force. 
The upper bay, approaching the 
landing and railroad that leads to the 
city proper, is shallow and treacherous. 
Between Santiago aud Guantanamo is a 
better landing place. 
It is Aguadores, 
where the Spauish-Anierican mines are 
located. Deep pockets and good wharfs 
will allow the biggest transports to lie 
safely at pier ends for the troops to dis­ 
embark. This is 16 miles from Santiago. 
“ Landing troops in Cuba is one thing, 
but waging a successful battle or exe­ 
cuting a successful movement is anoth­ 
er. 
Everywhere the ground is covered 
with the densest kind of a growth of 
underbrush, a good mate for our com­ 
mon cat brier being the chief offender. 
These briers w ill cut the legs out of a 
pair of stout canvas overalls before you 
walk a mile, and as there is nothing but 
mule paths every inch of the ground 
must be cleared before the advance of 
the army. 
Mixed with this growth are 
all sorts of trees, w ith heavy tropical 
foliage, so that at 25 yards it is often 
impossible to see a person. I have hunt 
ed deer all around Cuba, and everywhere 
I found the same tangle of pitiless bush 
and brier. 
“ I may be charged with a desire to 
violate the highly polished rules of 
warfare, but if I had to move an army 
in Cuba it would move over a fire swept 
w aste 
The underbrush will bum, anc 
if it is started right, with the wind 
astern of it, a good, healthy tire wil 
cleuu the path to Santiago better than 
10,000 machete men could do it in 
week. 
The fire would serve a threefold 
purpose. It would clear the ground, de 
8troy the mosquitoes and vermin and 
would also do away w ith the real yel 
low fever incubator of the country. The 
latter, everybody who has seen Cuba iu 
the rainy season believes, is the vast 
matted aud tangled growth which lies 
in all stages of flourish and decay on the 
ground. 
“ The rainy seasou will soon set iu, 
and then the troops will set! some rain 
for sure. For about an hour it generally 
seems as if the bottom has dropped out 
of the rainclouds, aud pour is no name 
for i t It is a deluge and will wet right 
through canvas or gum. Then out comes 
tho sun—always hotter than before— 
.iud for the uext two hours the white 
fever mist rises like a fog from the de­ 
caying vegetation. 
This, the Cubans 
say, causes ‘yellow jack,’ aud I do not 
doubt them. 
Guantanamo is a fairly 
healthy port, but in Santiago as well as 
in all the other seaports smallpox rages 
uearly all the time. 
There is an abun­ 
dance of tropical fruit, yams aud edible 
roots, but I fear our soldiers would not 
find it a very good fighting diet. 
The 
food supply must be uearly at an end,* 
and that is why I think a relief expedi­ 
tion may be needed. 
“ To attack Havana the troops should 
laud at Matanzas. 
It is a healthy port, 
anti for tile entire 48 miles to the capi­ 
tal they can march along the sea, all 
the time practically under cover of the 
guns of lh duet. Besides this Matanzas 
is not

night the wind blows off the land. Just
